2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicant has claimed a two- 
step XML conversion process. The limitation of generating context-insensitive XML retagged messages, 
the context-insensitive XML retagged messages having XML tags corresponding to the context of the 
context-sensitive messages is distinguished over the prior art. Applicant's remarks filed 8/11/2005 were 
persuasive. In light of the specification, specifically Applicant's cited paragraphs 0010, 0015-0026, and 
0033-0034, and paragraphs 0038-0041 and 0051 cited by the Examiner, the two phase XML translation 
machine described is not known within and is distinguished over the prior art. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the payment 
of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue fee.
